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DETAILED ACTION 



1 . This is the response to Applicant amendment on 23 June 2006 

Election/ Restriction 

Claims 1-18 are pending in this application with claims 9-17 withdrawn from 
consideration. 

Claims 1-9 directed to semiconductor memory device are restricted as follows: 
1 . The claims are directed to the following patently distinct species of the claimed 
invention: 

I/Species I. Claims 1-9 and as best as can be understood is described in claim 1 with 
special technical features 

- " gate electrodes formed for a transistor on said semiconductor substrate through a gate 
insulating film, wherein a minimum gate length of said gate electrode is longer than a half 
pitch." — as recited in claim 1. 

H/Species II. Claims 18 and as best as can be understood is described in claim 1 8 with 
special technical features: 

- "a second diffusion layer formed in the surface of said semiconductor 
substrate to function either as said source or said drain, 

wherein the shortest distance between said first diffusion layer and said second diffusion 
layer is greater than a half pitch as recited in claim 18. 
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Applicant is required under 35 U.S.C 121 to elect a single disclosed species for 
prosecution on the merits to which the claims shall be restricted if no generic claim is finally 
held to be allowable. 

Applicant is advised that a reply to this requirement must include an identification of the 
species that is elected consonant with this requirement, and a listing of all claims readable 
thereon, including any claims subsequently added.
